There are, however, “tracker touch 
electric keyboards that may be able to over 
come the problem 

The main problem in electric action with 
synthetic “tracker touch” is to synchronize 
the key resistance to the opening of the pa.let 
If this could be done the action would not 
only be equivalent to the tracker action, but 
better because advantages such as the mov- 
able console would be available 

If rhythm is sounded instantaneously as it 
is played upon the keys. rhythmic control is 
much easier than if there is even a slight 
lag in the action. Most persons, | think, will 
h lag in the tracker

an instantaneous electric action if there were 
key tension at the point of This 
tension-and-sound relationship puts the player 
in supreme command of all types of rhythn

said that player is put 
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ahead of his rhythmic control; he has a keen 
perception of what is to follow as soon as the 
next tension of the key is felt, even before 
he has heard the note sound. If a theoretical 
tracker action in which no such key tension 
exists can be envisioned by the reader, I 
think it would be easily seen that regardless 
#% the instantaneous response of this action 
the player would be in much the same ar- 
cumstances as if he were at an electric key- 
board 

When playing upon an electric keyboard 
where there is no tension at the point of 
electrical contact, the player can only guess 
that the contact has been made sometime be- 
tween the instant when it has come to rest 
on the key bed in the “on” position. The 
player on such a keyboard also hears the 
pipe-sound somewhere in the above stated 
interval. He must depend upon this sound t 
guide his rhythmic accuracy, he must there- 
fore listen much more carefully than the 
player at a tracker keyboard. Some might say 
this is good. I say: do not be deceived; good 
as this may seem for practice, it is bad for 
performance 

For instance in the f mplex 


piaying < 
tugal passages it is not possible for the player 
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to listen for each particular note and its 
duration. Is it not better if this can be felt 
through the touch, in addition to the listen- 
ng that is possible ’ 

I am perfectly aware of the fact that fine 
rhythmic control is possible on present elec- 
tric actions. Organists who play electric key- 
boards make minute adjustments in touch to 
account for the feeling of delay in modern 
actions. To this I say: let every organist 
ask himself: should 1 have to adjust my 
rhythmic control to the organ im question, or 
should the builder have made an instrument 
which is capable of transmitting rhythm ex- 
actly and instantly from key to pipe? After 
all, is not that action best which puts the 
fewest difficulties between the player and his 
nterpretation of the music at hand?
